DENISE BEAUDET AWARD 
A LIVING TESTIMONY 


Denise Beaudet finished shaking hands with every single player on her team and then started out on her 35 mile drive 
home to Dorion. Tragically, it would be the last time she would ever see her teammates. While travelling home on Highway 
2-20, a car heading in the wrong direction near the Sources Rd. exit collided with her car. Denise died instantly. Thankfully, 
passenger and teammate, Michelle Lefebvre survived. 

Les Lawton who was the women's hockey coach at the time of the accident in 1985 and continues in that capacity today, 
remembers that the team was unable to recover that season. "It was a very emotional time. Denise was an extremely popular 
player and many of her closest friends were on the team. Everyone found it difficult to accept. The toughest thing was to walk 
into the dressing room before the game and see Denise's stall empty." 

Denise, a gifted athlete, was making a smooth transition from ringette to hockey at the time of her death. She was also 
the team's captain, a rare honour for a 
player in only her second year. 

Commitment, leadership, unselfish- 
ness and personality are terms that flow 
from Lawton when he describes Denise as 
a player and as a person. 

"She was a truly dedicated athlete 
with a great attitude. She lived 35 miles 
from the rink, we practiced three times a 
week at 7:30 in the morning, and she 
never missed a practice. What more can 
you ask?" 

The qualities that Denise displayed 
as anathlete, student and person are now 
embodied in the DENISE BEAUDET 
AWARD, a trophy presented annually by 
Concordia's Department of Fitness, Rec- 
reation and Athletics to the graduating fe- 
male athlete who demonstrates leader- 
ship, scholarship and a commitment to ex- 
cellence throughout her Concordia ca- 
reer. 

Kathy McDonald, the Department's 
Associate Director feels that it is the most 
significant trophy handed out by the Department, "Denise was a remarkable person who personified all that is good in athlet- 
ics. She was a constant leader, motivator, role model and friend to her teammates. She pursued one standard, and one stan- 
dard only, excellence. It takes a very special athlete to win this award." 

Sue Prosser, the General Manager of the women's hockey team and a former goaltender on the team was extremely 
proud to have been chosen for the award in 1989/90. "| never knew Denise, but | am aware of what she gave to the programme 
when she played. It's very touching that others feel that my coritribution to the team was worthy of a trophy bearing her name." 

On the morning of Friday, November 29th, 1985, family, friends and teammates and others who had been touched by 
Denise, gathered to pay final respect to this special person. Lisa Morgan, a teammate and future recipient of the DENISE 
BEAUDET AWARD gave the eulogy that day and closed with these words, "Denise, although your song is over, your melody 
will linger forever in our hearts and minds." 

In keeping with this spirit, the DENISE BEAUDET AWARD is given annually to remember the way Denise lived not the 
way she died. 


STINGER HOCKEY SCHOOL 


The tremendous success of the 1990 women's hockey World Championship held in Ottawa and won by the Canadian 
National Team stands as a testament to the popularity and quality of the women's game around the world. To help 
stimulate this interest, Concordia has started the Stinger Hockey School. 


The camp is designed for girls between the ages of 11 and 18 and provides a total learning experience. Individual skill 
development and the values of a total team concept are stressed in each 1 1/2 hour session. Three seperate terms are 
offered. The final ice time of each camp will be followed by a seminar discussing the opportunities for women in sport. 
All sessions take place at the Loyola Arena, 7200 Sherbrooke St. W. 


Session 1: Nov. 21 to Dec. 19 (5 weeks) 
Session 2: Jan. 16 to Feb. 13 (5 weeks) 
Session 3: Feb. 20 to March 20 (5 weeks) 


Past and present members of Concordia's very successful women's hockey programme will be on hand to provide 
expert instruction. Student/teacher ratios will not exceed 5 to 1, resulting in a teaching environment that caters to the 
individual and specific needs of the student. Thérése Brisson and France St-Louis, two of Canada's finest female 
hockey players, will also lend support as guest instructors. Thérése, Concordia's all-time leading scorer and often 
described as the Gretzky of women's hockey, has extensive teaching experience in ringette and hockey. Thérése 
participated for Team Canada at the 1990 World Ringette Championships and is currently working toward a Ph. D in 
Physical Activities Science. France, played a key role in Team Canada's 1990 World Championship title and received 
a most prestigious honour in 1980 when she was voted Canada's best female hockey player of the 1970's. France, an 
elementary and high school teacher for the past ten years, brings a great deal of expertise to the ice.

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THE THERESA HUMES 
INVITATIONAL TOURNAMENT 


Women's hockey finally received some national recognition when Ottawa hosted the first-ever World 
Championships last March. Pink Power became the buzz word as Team Canada marched through the 
preliminary round undefeated en route to an eventual showdown between the United States and Canada 
before 9,000 partisan fans at the Ottawa Civic Centre. The Canadians showed their superiority, 
registering a 5-2 victory in the nationally televised contest. 


The tournament opened the eyes of many hockey fans who did not realise the high calibre that the 
women skaters possess. Eleven months later and 120 miles down the road, Concordia will showcase 
university hockey at its best as they host the Theresa Humes Invitational Tournament. 


Over the years it has become North America's premier university hockey tournament for women. 
This year Concordia will host three powerful NCAA division 1 teams, the University of New Hampshire 
Wildcats, Providence College Lady Friars and Northeastern University as well as the York Yeowomen, 
Queen's Golden Gaels, McMaster Marauders and the powerful University of Toronto Lady Blues. 


An interesting match-up would pit Northeastern's coach Don McLeod against coach Dave McMas- 
ter and the Toronto Blues. The two coaches met in the finals of the first-ever Women's World 
Championships last spring in Ottawa when McMaster's Canadian National Team defeated McLeod and 
the USA squad to win the world title. 


However, UNH and Toronto will meet plenty of opposition before reaching the finals, beginning with 
the Stingers. Coaches Les Lawton and Julie Healy have built a Quebec powerhouse that has dominated 
the Quebec Women's Intercollegiate Hockey League the last three years. This year the Stingers look to 
be as strong as ever and are presently undefeated in league play. Their performance has not gone 
unnoticed as the team was featured earlier this year on Dick Irvin's "Hockey Magazine." 


The Stingers are a veteran squad led by the likes of goalie Marie-Claude Roy, forwards Laura Leslie, 
Stéphanie Ouelette and Debbie Woods-Turner and Patty Arnold on defense. Leslie is an offensive scoring 
machine, averaging 2.4 points a game since she came to Concordia two years ago. 


Despite playing some oftheir finest hockey at the Theresa Humes Invitational the Stingers have won 
it just once since 1975. Last year they lost in the semi-final to Northeastern in double overtime, while they 
advanced to the finals in 1988 only to lose to Northeastern 5-4. This year the Stingers will face McMaster 
in the first round of the tourney and hopefully Northeastern in the second round. And if the Stingers play 
up to form they should be playing at 3:00 pm on Sunday gunning for their second title.
